As a Canada Scholar in Technology, you are among the 
best and brightest of Canadian community college and 
cégep students. Attained through academic excellence, 
this honour is awarded to only about 2 percent of students 
entering technology programs in sciences, engineering 
and related disciplines each year. 


This prestigious award carries with it certain obligations 
and responsibilities. The following Terms and Conditions 
outline the requirements for tenure of a Canada Scholarship 
in Technology. Please read them carefully, as the confir- 
mation of your scholarship for up to three years, for a total 
value of $7 500, depends on your meeting these require- 
ments. 


You have chosen an exciting field of study, and the future 
holds great potential for you. As one of Canada’s future 
technological leaders and innovators, you will play a key 
role in meeting the many scientific, engineering and tech- 
nological challenges that lie ahead. You can look forward 
to a promising career and an opportunity to contribute 
significantly to Canada’s well-being. 


More students must enter technology programs if Canada 
is to have the qualified work force necessary to protect 
our environment and to compete internationally. You can 
help by helping others get to know the academic and 
career opportunities that science and engineering 
technologies offer. You can also visit elementary and high 
schools to encourage younger students, particularly 
young women, to pursue studies in mathematics, 
engineering, science and technology. The Frontrunners 
network, outlined in more detail on page 13, can facilitate 
these efforts on your part. 


The Government of Canada is proud of your high 
achievements and wishes you the best in your studies. 


TERMS AND CONDITIONS FOR 
CANADA SCHOLARS IN TECHNOLOGY 


These Terms and Conditions set out your rights and 
responsibilities as Canada Scholars in Technology. The 
Terms and Conditions will remain valid for the duration of 
your scholarship unless you are notified of their modifica- 
tion. In particular, please note the points appearing in 
bold print.

MAINTAINING ELIGIBILITY 


As a Canada Scholar in Technology you must be: 

+ a Canadian citizen or permanent resident of 
Canada; 

* registered in a college institute or cégep with 
provincially recognized diploma-granting power 
that is accepted in this program by ACCC and 
Industry Canada (see Annex C); and 

* registered in a full (100 percent) course load 
in an eligible technology diploma program with at 
least 60 percent of your course load in eligible 
disciplines. 


Annex A lists the eligible disciplines and Annex B 
lists the ineligible disciplines. If a discipline does not 
appear on either list, you should verify its eligibility 
by contacting ACCC. It is important to note that a deci- 
sion regarding your eligibility will be made based on your 
current field of study at the college level. 


Your eligibility will be reviewed each term by your institu- 
tion. For all Canada Scholars, the final dates for determin- 
ing eligibility will be October 15 and February 15, after 
the deadline for course change or withdrawal without aca- 
demic penalty has ended. 


RECOGNITION 


As a Canada Scholar in Technology, you will receive a 
Certificate of Merit signed by the Prime Minister. The 
Certificate will be either presented to you during a recog- 
nition ceremony held by your institution or mailed to you. 


As well, if you are a recent high school graduate, the high 
school from which you graduated will receive a Citation of 
Recognition inscribed with your name. 


VALUE 


You may hold a Canada Scholarship in Technology for up 
to three years, for a maximum value of $7 500, provided 
that you meet the Renewal criteria outlined beginning on 
page 9. 


ACADEMIC YEAR 


In order to administer the Canada Scholarships Program 
on a national basis, the Program operates on a three- 
semester academic year: September to December, 
January to April, and May to August. Scholars are 
deemed to be registered in (a) a “regular” program if they 
attend the fall and winter semesters, followed by a vaca- 
tion term over the summer months; (b) a “cooperative” 
program if they alternate between work and study 
semesters; or (c) an “accelerated” program if they attend 
three full study semesters in one academic year. 


Most institutions base their academic year on either an 
eight- or 12-month period. A study semester is as defined 
by the institution but must be at least 15 weeks in 
duration. In all cases, the length of the academic year and 
study semesters are as normally defined by the institution 
and recognized by ACCC and Industry Canada. 


Consult your awards/financial aid office as early as pos- 
sible to determine how your study program will be adminis- 
tered for the purposes of your Canada Scholarship. It is 
important that you know what constitutes your academic 
year, when your performance will be evaluated for the 


renewal of your scholarship, and when you will receive your 
scholarship payments. 


PAYMENT 


lf you are a first-year Canada Scholar, you will receive 
two payments of $1 250 through the awards/financial aid 
office of your institution. 


Your first scholarship instalment will be distributed after 
October 15, conditional upon your registration in an 
eligible discipline as of that date. The second instalment 
will be distributed after February 15, contingent upon your 
registration for the second term in an eligible discipline as 
of that date. Upon receiving your second instalment you 
will have to complete a Payment Authorization form ask- 
ing the preferred method of payment of your next instal- 
ment. You will have to choose either a direct deposit pay- 
ment or a cheque to your confirmed address. 


if you are a Canada Scholar in your second or 
subsequent year and you are registered in a regular 
program of two consecutive study terms per year begin- 
ning in September, you will receive your fall and winter 
payments in a single instalment of $2 500 in November, 
conditional upon verification of eligibility on October 15. 
The payment will be done following your indication of the 
method of payment. Institutions will verify the eligibility of 
Canada Scholars on January 20. If you have not main- 
tained eligibility, you will be asked to return $1 250, 
the value of your winter instalment. 


Scholars in a cooperative or accelerated program, or 
January entrants, will continue to receive a payment of 
$1 250 per study semester. 


The Government of Canada will issue you a T4A slip for 
income tax purposes by the end of February. It will be 
forwarded directly to your confirmed address. 


TRANSFER 


You may transfer between disciplines and between 
institutions at any time after the first term, without 
losing your scholarship. However, you must continue to 
meet all Canada Scholarships in Technology eligibility 
requirements. 


TENURE 


You may hold a Canada Scholarship in Technology for up 
to three years. Should you obtain your diploma in two 
years, the scholarship will be renewed for a third year 
only if you register in an advanced technology diploma 
program in the same field, or in a second diploma 
program in an eligible discipline that can be completed 
in the third year of scholarship tenure. A nomination 
cannot be deferred. If you have been nominated and can- 
not register that year, you must reapply another year. 


You may interrupt scholarship tenure for up to one year, 
beginning with the second year of your scholarship, 
because of illness, child-related or family responsibilities, 
or other special circumstances. You must submit your 
case to your institution and the interruption must be 
supported by the institution you are attending, 
recommended by ACCC and approved by Industry 
Canada. Please note that you will not receive scholar- 
ship payments during the period of interruption. 


Tenure Outside Canada 


Canada Scholarships in Technology are not normally 
tenable outside Canada. If, however, you believe you have 
an exceptional case to make, you should discuss your 
plans with your awards office, which may, if in agreement, 
make a recommendation for exemption from this condition 
to ACCC. The Association will consider your request and 
advise Industry Canada, which will make a final decisior. 


Within the context of the North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) and under the relevant terms and 
conditions of the Canada Scholarships Program, Scholars 
are able to pursue one year of their study program in 
Mexico or the United States. Scholars must present their 
request through the awards office of their institution. 


COOPERATIVE PROGRAM 
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If you are enrolled in a cooperative program, your schol- 
arship instalments will be issued to coincide with your 
academic terms and will not cover work assignments. 
Please note that you will continue to be eligible for the 
maximum scholarship value (up to $7 500), but it may be 
awarded over a maximum of four years, as opposed to 
the normal three years, if necessary. 


Every second academic semester, your institution will 
assess your academic performance against the renewal 
criteria outlined in this booklet, based on your two preced- 
ing academic terms. Your institution will also confirm that 
you meet the eligibility criteria at the outset of each of 
your academic semesters as a condition of your scholar- 
ship payment. 


Having confirmed your registration in a cooperative 
program, your institution will advise ACCC of your 
academic cycles. All payments will be made by the 
federal government according to the method of payment 
you have selected. 


ACCELERATED PROGRAMS 


If you are intending to pursue an accelerated program, 
please advise your awards office as soon as possible. 


Canada Scholars in Technology who complete three full 
semesters in an academic year are eligible to receive 
one scholarship instalment per term, for up to a maximum 
of three instalments per year. Note, however, that the 
maximum amount payable remains $7 500 over three 
years. 


Canada Scholars must follow the normal full course load 
in each of the three terms to be considered in an accel- 
erated program. Canada Scholars following an acceler- 
ated program are evaluated for renewal each time they 
have completed two consecutive study terms. 


RENEWAL 


To renew your Canada Scholarship in Technology, 
you must achieve a first-class standing or equivalent 
ranking, as normally defined by your institution and 
recognized by ACCC and Industry Canada. In those 
institutions where a first-class standing is not defined, 
Canada Scholars in Technology must attain an equivalent 
academic standing denoting outstanding achievement. 
Please see Annex C for the Renewal Criteria at all 
participating institutions. 


You must also complete a full (100 percent) course 
load each year. A full.course load is defined as the num- 
ber of courses to be completed during the academic year 
in order to satisfy the graduation requirements within the 
normal time frame. Consult with your awards office regard- 
ing the definition of a full course load at your institution, 
as recognized by ACCC. 


In addition, at least 60 percent of your course load 
each year must be in eligible disciplines. 


Your institution will assess your academic performance 
annually, based on your average for all courses taken 
during that year. 


If you fail one or more courses, you will not be eligi- 
ble for scholarship renewal. Make-up or supplemen- 
tary examination results will not be accepted. 


CONTINUING ELIGIBILITY AND RENEWAL 


If you do not meet the eligibility or renewal requirements 
set out earlier in this booklet, you no longer qualify to 
hold a Canada Scholarship in Technology. Once 
forfeited, a Canada Scholarship cannot be regained, 
and no future scholarship payments will be issued. 
These scholars also become ineligible to apply for a 
Canada Scholarship in Science and Engineering 
(university component). 


In the event that you are or become ineligible for a 
Canada Scholarship in Technology or have any questions 
regarding your continuing eligibility, you should contact 
the awards office of your institution and ACCC. 


APPEALS 


If you lost your Canada Scholarship because of extenuat- 
ing circumstances, you can submit a documented appeal 
to the awards office of your institution. Appeals sup- 
ported by the institution are forwarded to ACCC for 
review, which will forward a recommendation to Industry 
Canada. Industry Canada makes the final decision on all 
appeal cases. Appeals sent directly to ACCC or Industry 
Canada will be returned to your institution for review and 
recommendation. 


UPDATING INFORMATION AND FOLLOW-UP 


It is your responsibility to inform Industry Canada should 
you change your mailing or home address. The Payment 
Authorization form can be used for this purpose and can 
be obtained from your awards office. 


If you change institution at any time during your 
tenure as a Canada Scholar, you must advise ACCC 
and the awards offices of both institutions. Failure to 
do so will result in delays in your scholarship payments, 
receipt of your T4A slip and other program information 
that may be forwarded to your confirmed address. 


During and following your tenure as a Canada Scholar in 
Technology, you will be asked periodically to provide 
information on your academic and career choices and 
experiences. This is important for the evaluation of the 
Canada Scholarships in Technology and for the benefit of 
future students. 


Through the application and Payment Authorization 
Form, you authorize your post-secondary institution to 
provide personal and academic information as may be 
required to administer your scholarship. 


Upon receipt of your first and second instalments, you will 
be asked to sign the Cheque Control List. Your signature 
on that list confirms receipt of your cheque and of the 
scholar information kit. 


The personal information that you provide is protected 
under the provisions of the Privacy Act. 


SPECIAL OPPORTUNITIES 


Employment Register 


With your first instalment, you will receive information on 
the Canada Scholars Employment Register. The Technical 
Service Council, on behalf of Industry Canada, produces 
a Register of Canada Scholars seeking co-op, Summer or 
permanent employment. The Register is made available 
to more than 500 firms and government organizations. 

To register, simply fill out the registration form and return 
it to the address indicated on the form. The Register is 
updated annually, and you must submit a new registration 
form each year. There is no cost for this service. 


Frontrunners 


With your first instalment, you will also receive 
information on the Frontrunners project. Canada Scholars 
can volunteer to become Frontrunners and visit elemen- 
tary and secondary schools to talk to students about 
science and engineering. You will find a registration form 
in your package should you wish to participate in this 
rewarding experience. 


Special Corporate Awards 


A number of leading resource and manufacturing 
corporations have agreed to provide special awards to 
top Canada Scholars entering the final or penultimate 
year of study in certain science, engineering and 
technology programs. Detailed information on special 
corporate awards will be sent to you and are available at 
the awards office of your institution. 


Mentor Clubs 


With help from various companies, some institutions have 
established Mentor Clubs, which bring senior students 
and faculty together with incoming Canada Scholars to 
foster continued high academic performance.
